- During St. Paul's 
mpriforment at Rome, St. Luke wrote his Goſpel, and alio 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, as a ſupplement thereto, and as an 


hiſtory of the firſt age of the primitive church. Having tra- 


vcheu turuugu G, Watlc: uc converted many to the Chriſ- 


tian faith, and planted ſeveral churches, his zeal was at length 


rewarded with martyrdom, in the eightieth year of his age. 
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THIS is the Diſciple that Jeſus loved. He was the youngeſt 
of all the Apoſtles, and furvived the longeſt, being an hundred 

old, when he died. He was the moſt firm and fteadtaſt 
of all the Diſciples, in the attachment to his maſter, not be- 
ug aſnamed to own him when furrounded hy guards : he fol-
